The trench w as muddy, and in some 
places a thin crust of ice w as begin­ 
ning to form around the edges o f the 
puddles. 
We had wrapped our feet and legs 
with em pty sand bags, anil looked Iike 
snow shovelers on F ifth avenue. 
My 
teeth were chattering with the cold. 
Happy w as slapping his hands on his 
thighs, w hile Guriy had unbuttoned 
one of tho buttons on his overcoat, 
and with his left hand was desperately 
trying to reach under his right armpit

Every now and then, ducking as a 
“whiz-bang” or “minnie” cam e over, 
w e managed to get four o f tile wound­ 
ed on the stretchers, and A tw ell and 
I carried one to the rear to the first 
aid dressing station. 
W e passed the 
dugout which I had left but a few 
m inutes before, or at least, w hat used 
to be th e dugout, but now all that 
could lie* seen w as a caved-in m ass vt 
dirt; huge square-cut tim bers sticking 
out of the ground 
and 
silhouetted 
against tile light from bursting shells, 
looking like huge giants. 
A shudder 
passed through m e as I realized that 
if ive had stayed in tin* dugout we 
would have now be ii lying fifteen to 
tw enty feet down, covered by that 
caved-in earth and wreckage. 
Atwell jerked Ins head in the direc­ 
tion of the smashed-!n dugout, and, as 
w as his wont, remarked: 
“How about that fancy report you 
were w riting out a few minutes ago? 
Didn’t I tell you that It never paid to 
m ake out reports in the front line?

Then we 
“turned over ’ to the second r<'Ii* I and, 
half frozen, w ended our way through 
the Icy mud to tile entrance of our 
dugout. 
From the depths of the earth came

harmonica

Stum bling down the muddy steps we 
entered th e dugout.
